Benneville seems to held May Beach safe, and 
as Our Gertie has both of them ontspeeded it 
appears that Mr. Rogers has everything his 
own way among the sprinters. Btill the gentle- 
man of the Quaker City is not satisfied and, 
BO rnmor has it, he is to ship east shortly. Of 
oonrsp, he baa a stable of good class racehorses 
and may ent a great flgnre in the eastern ter- 
ritory, bat he might do better here, 

Richard J.’s win in the three-qaarter mile 
condition race at Harlem yesterday was 
acl ieved in hollow fashion. The grand son of 
Morello— Bonnie Leaf was in an exceptionally 
aoft spot. Still the ring offered 4 to 5 against 
him. On form it seemed that this was stealing 
money at each a price, bat the pnblic was not 
afraid to bet, as they know and can rest 
assnred that anything from Mr. Rogers’ stable 
is always trying. The ring, for some anknown 
reason, had a different opinion and took a great 
fall oat of Richard J. The consequence was 
that it was compelled to settle and also suffer 
a great financisl loss. 

The way in which Richard J. won, stamps 
him as one of the best sprinters in the country 
He laid in behind Little Jack Horner and 
Tnlla Fonso to the bead of the stretch and 
frr m there home loafed. Of coarse, he did not 
beat anything to speak of, nor did be run in 
any sensational time, bat the manner in which 
he scored, easily showed what great speed he 
had in reserve for use if necessary.

’’the pace that kills” and won off by herself 
“Where do they get their money,” was the 
cry after Georgia had won the third rare. 
Thi®, on the parr of the pnblic, was prompted 
by the liberties the ring tor k in offering 12 to 1 
against Q^orgie. This filly won her last race 
rath<^r easily from a fast lot and consequently 
her price was a mystery. MeJoynt, who rude 
her, thoDgh, was a new one to the local pnblic 
and that is probsbiy what made the price. As 
a matter of fact MeJoynt is as good, or above 
the average jrickey that is riding around here, 
and on G orgie be ‘‘delivered the goods” in 
fine style. Ha broke second, bat immediately 



went to the front, and makingevery post a win- 
ning one, won as he pleased. 

“Catastrophe!” This will ring in Sydney 
Bender’s ears the remainder of bis life. 
Bender loves the almighty dollar better than 
anyone, and be bet several of them on his filly 
Jennie F. to win the second race. She ran a 
grand race, and under Borns’ good riding was 
right there; bat so was Catestropbe, and be 
beat her by a head on the post. 

Everyone thinks well of Tom Barrett end 
when his filly. Brownie Anderson, won the first 
race she was greated with applanae. The filly 
was at one time in the betting as good as 20 to 
1, and it is eafe to say the popular owner won 
handsomely over her victory as be always plays 
whatever be starts, 

Today’s program is a grand one and Secretary 
Natbanson deserves being highly complimented 
for his snccess in getting the best class of 
horses together. Still this is the last day at 
Harlem for two weeks and Mr. Natbanson 
always likes to leave a good impression.

APPEALS DECIDED. 

The Committee on Appeals of the American 
Turf Congress has rendered the following de- 
cisions in cases appealed from various members 
of Uie Turf Congress. The most important case 
is tliat affecting jockey Rose and employer W . 
Clancy. The decision is as follows : _ 

In the controversy between J. J. Smith and W. 
Clancy over the services of the boy Lee Bose, the 
committee rendered the following opinion: 

“In the case of the jockey Lee Andrew Rose, 
we are of the opinion that J._J. Smith is legally 
entitled to Ids services, and it is ordered that 
W. (,’lancy be fined $100 and relinquish his claim 
upon the boy; and it is further ordered that 
the jockey Rose be notified to at once return to 
the service of J. J. Smith.” 

At the spring meeting of the Louisville Jockey 
Club W. Gallagher, part owner of the b. c, 
Patroon, 4 year-old, by Patron— Madie, entered 
said horse in a race to be run on May 4th, and 
after time to declare Gallagher requested the 
judges, C. F. Price and L. P. Tarlton, to excuse 
the horse. After an examination of the horse 
and being fully satisfied that he was not lame, 
as claimed by Gallagher, the judges ordered 
Gallagher to start the horse, Gallagher refused 
to do so and the judges ruled Gallagher and 
the horse off.
